The public meeting held laet Friday 
evening to discuss the proposed agree- 
ment between the Council and Mr. 
Dingman for drilling at Gleichen ,for 
natoral gas was well attended by the 
ratepayers und a deep interest manifest- 
ed. After the forinal opening Secretary 
Juhneton read the agreement over,when 
Chairinan Bray requested the ratepayers 
to exprevs their opinions or suggest any 
chauges they thought were necessary in 
the agreement. Several thereupon took 
the opportunity to ask a vumber of quea- 
tins, which were auewered with ex- 
plainatioue by the couucillurs aud Mr. 
Dingman. 

Mr, Luffurty wae asked by a ratepayer 
to address the meeting, but that gentle- 
mau declined, stating he enjoyed no 
buch right ashe was not a ratepayers, 
unless it was desired that be speak us 
solicitor, Alter a brief consultation the 
councillore requeated Mr. Lafferty to 
consider the agreewent on their behalf, 
whoio complying read the entire docu- 
meut over clause by clause, explaining 
each one, critiviving them and advising 
« ounber of alterations, To ull of these 
Mr. Dingwan assented save the reduc- 
tion of time io which his company was 
tu be allowed to atart drilling operations, 
Mr. Lufferty thought eix wonthe ample 
time, but Mr. Dingman wae willing to 
make it one year from the date of the 
Giguing of the agreement in place of (ram 
the time of neceseary legislation may be 
obtained, He explained at Calgary le 
f.und six months was uot long enough 
and he had to apply for an extentiun of 
time. Fora time it appesred that there 
would be deadlock on thie point, but 
alter obtaining the general expreasion of 
the councillors iutimuted their walling- 
nees to accept Mr. Dingman’s terme. 

The meeting theu requested that Mr. 
Diugmao and Mr. Lafferty make the 


changes in the agreement the following 


morning and the Council meet to approve 
of them if they deemed it wise, 

This was dune svcordingly and the 
secretary is now obtaining the signatures 
of the ratepayers toa petition approv- 
ing of the agreement to be sent later to 
the Legislature forapproval, When the 
petition hae been signed by two-thirds 


of the ratepayers the agreement will be 


signed by the Council and Mr. Dingman 
when the latter states he will at once 


proceed aa rapidly as possible to prepare’ 


to start drilling operations.
